Traditionally, the Chinese find it difficult to distin- 
guish between an ethnic Chinese and-a citizen of 
China. Most Chinese consider an ethnic Chinese to be 
automatically a_ citizen of China，regardless of where 
he or She was born and where he or she is living. By 
the same token, they find it hard to acceptthe factthat 
about SIX to seven percent of Chinese citizens are not 
ethnic Chinese: They could be Tibetans，Mongols， 
上 azakhs，Uighurs or even Koreans. These minority 
groups live in China and they claim Chinese citizen- 
ship.Ihe Chinese government has declared that the 
minorities are equal members in the nation and have 
the freedom to carry on their ethnic traditions， But 
government policy is one thing and what the ethnic 
Chinese believe in is another. Even Chinese officials 
admit that it is no easy task to change the biased and 
discriminatory ideas im Some minds in the majority 


ethnic group in China. 


Therefore it is not Surprising to find that in our， 
Community most first generation and Some Second and 
third generation Chinese Americans still consider 
themselves citizens of China or dual citizens of the US 
and China. (Besides Taipei, neither Beijing nor Wash- 
ington accepts the concept of dual citizenship.) With 
the exception of a small percentage of the Chinese in 
America who participate in the politics of China, most 
first generation Chinese are notinvolved in the Nation- 
alist-Communist conflict in China. Their ties to China 
are mostly cultural，trade，Kkinship and,， of course， 
sentimental,， but not political. There is nothing wrong 
with Chinese Americans continuing to strengthen 
these ties and celebrating our ethnic and cultural heri- 


tage，while affhrming our American citizenship 


We can ,be proud of the Chinese heritage，and 
equally proud of citizenship in the United States， 
Where we are taking .root and building new commu- 


DiltieSs. 


On this Fourth of July, we urge those people in ouUI 
community who have problems in accepting American 
citizenship in the fullest sense, to give it some thousght. 
In the old days, the Chinese considered China such a 
great place to live that there was no excuse.for anyone 
to live elsewhere，let alone accept non-Chinese citi- 
Zenship. The few who rebelled against this idea were 
called“ “traitors” and“the ungrateful ones who have 
forgotten thelir ancestors.”But times have changed ; 
traditional concepts of citizenship belong in history. 
Chinese Americans Should join with other members in 
the larger community to build a better and stronger 
nation here and to celebrate this birthday ofthe United

States.

for the British Empire When eco- 
nomic development in the New 
World began during the mid-19th 
century，much Taishan emaigration 
became directed toward America， 
where today they and their descen- 
dants form almost half of the Chi- 
nese in the US. There are 103,000 
first-generation Taishanese in 
North America，and a total of 
about 300;000 Taishanese abroad 
in 62 countries, including such far- 
fung areas as Southeast Asia， Mo- 
zambldque，Cuba，New Zealand， 
Fiji， and Australia.

Taishan (together with Meixian， 
another Guangdong emigrant 
county) also once had more middle 
schools than any other rural county 
in Guangdong.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Cancer 
and_ California's _ ethnic popula- 
tions Was the topic of a recent 
American Cancer Society briefing

Dr.， Lasalle Leffall， past 
president of the ACS and 
chairman of the Department of 
Surgery at Howard University's 
College of Medicine，opened the 
Program with an overview of 
cancer. 

He reported that except for 
breast cancer,，Ppractically every 
major cancer has a higher rate 
among black Americans than 
white ”Americans， 
Moreover， the death rate is 
considerably higher than among 
other ethnic groups: Leffall attri- 
buted this to _ the incidence of

Leffall identified four general 
causes of cancer: cigarette smok- 
ing，alcoholism，poor nutritional 
habits and workplace environ- 
ment.

Leffall stressed the fact that the 
actual causes of cancer are diffi- 
cult to define，As an example, 让 
was later pointed out by Dr. 
Nicholas Petrakis, chairman of the 
Department of Epidemiology and 
International Health at UCSF 
School of Medicine, that the rate 
of breast cancer among American 
Indian "women is extremely low， 
despite the very high lard content 
of their diet 

Leffall named three important 
aspects of combatting ， cancer 
among minorities, He emphasized 
the need to educate minorities 
about cancer risks in order to

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Students、 
who plan to work this summer 
may have a chance to boost the 
dollar amount of their take-home 
pay，according to the Internal 
Revenue Service， Special pro- 
Visions of the Federal income tax 
law allow many students to 
exempt themselves from income 
tax withholding when they work 
Part-timeor at summer jobs. 

In order to qualify，students 
must anticipate no tax liability this 
year. In addition，they must have 
had no tax liability last year， By 
checking the appropriate box- on 
their W-4 forms，which must be 
submitted to the employer，qual-
